His race; deemed it necessary to teach men that there is 
a God. "He assumed, what our best 
historical

anthropological investigation is believed to have proven, 
that there is in man a consciousness of God, a desire for 
God and .for communion with Him, that is of the nature 
of a universal instinct. 
Pathetic in its poverty as this 


instinct* is in 
its 
rude 
beginnings, 
it has persisted 


through .all man's existence on the earth, growing with 
his growth, ever a 'main factor of his dignity and i 
grandeur.

There was nothing of a 
sensational 


nature in their testimony, the real in- 
terest being centered in young Chaf- 
for, who took his seat 'in the witness 
chair a few minutes before noon. 


All throughout his statement 
he 


maintained a remarkably! cool de- 
meanor, giving his answers as a rule 
in a polite tone, even when subjected 
to the searching cross-examination 
inflicted by Assistant District Attorney 
Maestretti, and although his mother 
was visibly affected at the commence- 
ment of his testimony, he did not al- 
low her emotion to interrupt his com- 
posure as far as outward signs were 
concerned. 


"I'll Beat Your Brains Out" 


He described in detail the actions of 


Murphy, telling in rather dramatic 
language how the man had advanced 
on him threatening to "beat his brains 
out." and leading up to trie mpment 
when the fatal shot was fired by il- 
lustrating with a pick-handle 
the 


manner In which he had been ap- 
proached by the foreman. 
I 


"He kept on coming toward me," 


continued the boy. "until he was with- 
in a few feet, when he made a spring, 
and to save my life, as he had -the 
pick-handle raised 
apparently 
to 


carry out his threat of killing me, I 
shot." 


The cross-examination of the young 


man by. the 
prosecution

Hill Stocks Affected by Tsilk of Matur- 


ing a Change in Burling- 


ton's Control 


(By Associated Press) 


NEW YORK, July 13.—The- recti- 


fication of last week's discrepancies in 
the cash item of the bank statement 
conduced to the favorable showing of 
the clearing house institutions today 
and explained the small effect of tho 
week's withdrawals of government de- 
posits from the banks on top o£ a 
seeming exhaustion of surplus 
re- 


serves. The cash gain reported 
to- 


day by the banks of $4,000,000 com- 
pares with an apparent loss on the 
known imports of money of upwar.ls 
of $6,000,000. Last week's statement, 
contrariwise, re-ported a loss of 
?5,- 


000,000 cash where a gain ol $7,000,- 
000 had occurred, according to 
the 


known movements of money. 


The explanation probably is 
that 


corporations transferred deposits from 
banks to tns security companies -on 
very large scale to effect 
the 
July 


statements, after which these cash 
holdings were transferred back to the 
banks. The heavy loan contraction of 
$10,982,400 is ascribed partly to stock 
market Hfjuidatii'n, 
but 
change 
In 


holdings of securities in connection 
with the re-lease effected by the sur- 
render of government deposits, may 
figure also in this item. 


An expectation of some such, an 


anomaly in the bank statement was a 
factor in keeping up prices in the 
dull market. The activity and strength 
was confined to comparatively 
tew 


stocks. Union Pacific was the con- 
spicuous leader of the market.

In 


recent. years the ^unsanitary state of' 
the place has suggested the erasure 
of the- walls and moat. The latter, 
stagnant and refuse-laden, has long 
been a prolific source of disease. For- 
tunately, for archealogical reasons the; 
American authorities have decided to 
preserve the. old fortifications whilst 
filling in the moat and converting it 
into an extensive flower garden. 


Old Manila contains the

ing a nautical branch, .established a 
each or any of the ports of New 
York, Boston,'Philadelphia, Baltimor 
and San Francisco, upon the condition 
that .there shall be maintained a 
s,uch ports a school o'r branch of 
school for the instruction of youth 
in navigation, seamanship, marine en 
ginery and all matters, pertaining t

o the public service, to detail proper 
officers of the navy as superintendent 
of our insructors 
in such 
schools, 


provided that it any such school be 
discontinued or the good of the naval 
service shall require, such vessel shall 
mmediately be restored to the Seere 
tary of the Navy, and the officers so 
detailed recalled; and provided, fur- 
ther, that no person shall be sen- 
.enced to or lecerved at such schools 
as a punishment or commutation of 
punishment for crime." 


To date three of the five cities 


named in the act have availed the 
opportunity to secure ships from the 
government ' for the teaching and 
making of the master manner. Bos- 
ton has the Enterprise, New York the 
St. Mary and, Philadelphia the Sar- 
atoga. Prior to the earthquake San 
Francisco had taken up the subject 
with the government, but there is now 
some doubt whether the school will be 
established. 
Baltimore 
has

asked, for a vessel. 


While the government loans 
the 


ships and their equipment, together 
with officers, the moment the fhip 
is received by the city,the latter as- 
sumes all expenses of operating and 
maintenance. 
Owing, 
however, 
to 


the great growth of the navy, tlie 
government has withdrawn its offl-, 
cers from the schoolships, and now 
'eacli of ,them,.have but .one -regular 


navy man, he being the commander. 


The Enterprise, ft. Jlary and Sar- 


atoga are old-time sailing ships built 
in the '40 r. but they are substantial 
craft, well kept up and thoroughly 
seaworthy, just as capable o£ making 
trans-Atlantic voyages as any sailing 
crnft. 


Of the three vessels the Saratoga, 


which is known as the Pennsylvania 
Nautical School, does the mo,st actual 
work, making two voyages each year, 
cruising to Europe four months in 
summer and to the West Indies four 
months in winter, thus giving her 
boys plenty of opportunity to learn 
their calling. 


The Saratoga is supported by the 


.State of Pennsylvania and the city of 
Philadelphia, the annual appropria- 
tion being $34,000, and students must 
be sons of actual residents of the 
state. 
Any boy between 16 and 19 


years, having a d,esire, aptitude or in- 
clination for a sea life may enter, but 
he must meet with certain qualifi- 
cations: 
He must be of sound con- 


stitution, free from all physical de- 
fects, which includes, good eyesight, 
etc. He must be of good character 
and produce certificates from at least 
two responsible citizens. 
' 


'Education is a great factor in all 


callings, particularly that of the mer- 
chant marine, and it is essential that 
the candidate be well grounded, but 
the directors of .the-school, net wish- 
ing to deprive those ~who have not 
had advantages, ,-wiIl, .if the candidate 


measures up to the other standards 
and is bright and intelligent, waive a 
trifle in the educational examination, 


nd if the lad can spell to a fair de- 


gree of accuracy, read with correct- 
ness and ease, write legibly and ex- 
hibit a fair knowledge of decimal and 
fiaotional arithmetic, he will have 
little difficulty in qualifying and be- 
ing admitted. 


The school furnishes lo' each stu- 


dent board and tuition, a mattress 
pair of blankets, hammock and mesh 
utensils, but he' will have to find him- 
self T\ith the following outfit:
